Aj 
travelling clinic has been in operation 
for some yeais in the pioneer districts 
of the province, with great success, 
and the cost of Operation has been 
found to be such that the government! 
feels it can provide such services on 
a wider scale at a cost that will be 
within the reach of all. 

This is the time to talk baseliall, and 
there are a few of the fans that are dis¬ 
cussing wavs and means of giving Vulcan 
such a team as Vulcan will be pleased to 
have. This enterprise of citizens who are 
sufficiently interested (o become active 
will command general support. Last 
season was spent in discussing the mis¬ 
takes of the past, and there was no team. 
As The Advocate mail understands it the 
proi>osition is to promote a club upon tlie 
personal responsibility of the promoters, 
who quite reasonably will expect the sup¬ 
port that the team might merit. A team 
is necessary to the pleasure of the com¬ 
munity and the success of the celebra¬ 
tions and other events held, at this im¬ 
portant centre.

In the final analysis, 
it must be clear that a town which 
makes wise use of its opportunities 
imposes no real burden upon anyone. 
Vulcan is not a perfect town. 
There is no perfect town. But when 
the perfect town is evolved there is 
no reason why Vulcan should not 
be that town. Perfection is not mere¬ 
ly a matter of population. To the 
contrary, the perfect town may be the 
smallest town, but it must be the best 
place in which to live, the most satis¬ 
factory place in which to work and 
transact business and the most attrac¬ 
tive place for visitors. It must be the 
town which stands out preeminently 
as the town of friendliness and neigh¬ 
borliness—the town that loves to give 
attention to the little things that 
make visitors and sojourners desire to 
return into its fold on every possible 
occasion. It must be that town with 
the love of service developed to as 
high a degree as any city anywhere 
may hope for and expect. Town have 
the ambition to ascend to great 
heights when they have built founda¬ 
tion with an understanding of the 
main essentials which go into the de¬ 
velopment of municipal prestige and 
good will. Without these attributes 
some towns may become richer and 
larger, but they do not and can not be 
come better.

BUSINESS DISTRICT 

I - 

The present generation has seen the 
business, district, of. Vulcan, and 
the individual business establishments 
of that district spread out and blos¬ 
som forth like the foliage of spring. 
The transformation in the general ap¬ 
pearance “downtown” has been mark¬ 
ed while that of many stores has been 
quite remarkable. There is only one 
explanation for this improvement and 
that is general prosperity, not here 
and there a successful merchant but 
a thriving and progressing business 
district. The merchants of Vulcan 
are prospering and they are passing 
along their prosperity to their custo¬ 
mers and their community in better 
stores, modern and artistic show win¬ 
dows, .more convenient and accessible 
interior arrangements for the display 
of their stocks and better and larger 
stocks. But there must be an explan¬ 
ation for this prosperity and that ex¬ 
planation can only be more business. 
More Vulcan people are buying 
at home and more people from adja¬ 
cent towns and rural sections are com¬ 
ing to Vulcan to buy. Business 
prosperity here has been built upon a 
foundation of adamantine rock with¬ 
out inflation or speculation. The busi¬ 
ness district and its individual units 
have grown and improved only as 
rapidly as business has grown and lm 
proved. And here again explanations 
must be forthcoming. Why this “bet¬ 
ter business?’’ Business has always 
come to those who deserve it. The 
merchants of Vulcan have deserv¬ 
ed to win the smile of “better busi¬ 
ness” because they have supplied the 
stores, the stocks, the quality and the 
prices to attract it. 

FASTIDIOUS 

It has been said, and truthfully, 
that Paris designs the clothing and 
America wears it. None will deny 
that the American is the best dressed 
individual in the world. This does not 
mean that Americans overdress, but 
that the average man, woman and 
child in this country has better and 
more clothing than do those of other 
countries. Only a. few years ago the 
well-dressed man and woman on the 
street was (he exception. There were 
many of these exceptions, but there 
were more people down-at-the-heel, 
unpressed and threadbare. Old clothes 
are worn only in the factories now. 
Even the conservative and thrifty rur 
al folk don city clothes on their now 
frequent excursions, into town. ' Dur¬ 
ing the last decade communities of all 
sizes have witnessed a phenomenal in¬ 
crease in the number of retail dealers 
in wearing apparel for men, women 
and children. There are dozens of 
each kind in even the moderately siz¬ 
ed cities and in no other business has 
the tendency to specialize been so 
marked. The modern town and city, 
in addition to its department and 
clothing stores, now has its shirt 
shops, waist shops, hosiery shops, hat 
stores, boys’ clothing stores and child¬ 
ren’s shops. There must have been a 
many-fold increase in the demand for 
clothing to bring so many business 
establishments into thriving existence. 
And it isn’t that they are more vain 
that more people are wearing better 
clothing. It is because modern stan¬ 
dards of living demand and warrant 
it. 

KEEPING THEM GUESSING 

What the Wheat Pool is doing or Is 
rot doing is the overwhelming factor 
on the Winnipeg Exchange. In spite 
of a malicious “underground” cam¬ 
paign of displrsagt'ment, the Pool is a 
real power in the grain business of 
Canada and the world. The trade is 
unable to complete big deals without 
taking the Wheat Pool into considera¬ 
tion, and every move the Pool sales¬ 
men make is watched closely. A ru¬ 
mor that the Pool had hurriedly ship¬ 
ped a million bushels from, the lake 
head to the seaboard caused a furore 
on the Winnipeg Exchange and all 
sorts of reports were spread. The 
Pool salesmen,, however, know their 
business and generally keep the trade 
guessing

THE ORATORY CONTESTS 

The oratory contests which are" to 
be staged under the auspices of the | 
Trustees’ Association of y Alberta 
should awaken a new interest in pub¬ 
lic speaking. The trustees are to be' 
congratulated on taking up in a practi j 
cal way this very important phase of [ 
school training, which, in this prov-1 
ince has been much neglected. To be 
able to stand up in any public assem¬ 
bly and to give expression to ourj 
thoughts on any question in a calm 
and unperplexed manner is an asset■ 
indeed. Thousands there are who 
have good intelligence, judgment, dis-1 
cretion, but who in public assemblies 
remain as dumb as the proverbial 
sphinx because they have been in tjieir 
youth deprived of the opportunity of 
public. No matter what men may say 
relative to political and other public 
speakers, no matter how much they 
may deride those who harangue our 
public assemblies, yet it remains true 
that much public opinion Is made or 
moulded by such speakers, however 
little sense and judgment they bring 
to bear on the question discussed. In 
a democracy like our it behooves all, 
and especially those who receive a 
High School training to fit themselves 
for the duties of citizenship. To-day 
it is almost impossible for anyone to 
attain to public office uhless he or she 
is able to express clearly, and with 
calm deliberation his or her thoughts 
on questions engaging the public In¬ 
terest. So, trustees, congratulations. 
A step in the right direction. 

OVER-REPRESENTATION 

If the question of^ effecting econom¬ 
ics is really taken tip in earnest dur¬ 
ing the present session of the legisla¬ 
ture there are other matters than the 
extra indennity paid to ihe leader of 
the opposition and the cost of Govern¬ 
ment House that might be considered. 
There is, for instance, the extrava¬ 
gance of paying 60 members $2,000 a 
year each when the province’s affairs 
could easily be administered by a body 
of half that size. The legislature ap¬ 
pears to be over-manned when the 
population of 600,000 is taken Into 
consideration. The dual objective of 
effigeting radical retrenchment in ex¬ 
penditure and of creating a fair redis¬ 
tribution of seats might be achieved 
in this way. Comparison with the 
number of members elected in the oth 
er provinces and their populations is 
at least illuminating. The province 
of Ontario, with a population of over 
3,000,000, elects 112 members to the 
legislature. Quebec, with a popula¬ 
tion of over two millions and a half, 
gets along with 85 members. Both 
these provinces are vast in extent and 
have much more complicated prob¬ 
lems to deal with than has Alberta. 
The sister province of Saskatchewan, 
much larger and with a population of 
about 900,000, manages to get along 
very well with only three more mem¬ 
bers than Alberta’s quota. Manitoba, 
with a considerably greater popula¬ 
tion than Alberta, has five fewer mem 
bers. Nova Scotia, of about the same 
number of inhabitants, 600,000, has 
only 43 members in its legislature, 
and British Columbia, which has also 
about the same number of people as 
has Alberta, confines its legislative 
duties to 47 men. It looks as if this 
province were over-represented at Ed¬ 
monton. One member per 10,000 is 
out of proportion and costly.—Alber¬ 
tan.

PRINCE RUPERT AS GRAIN PORT 

It will be of interest to Alberta 
people to know that four million bush 
els of wheat have been shipped from 
Prince Rupert by the Wheat Pool 
from the 1926 crop. Prince Rupert 
has practically been “made’’ as a 
grain port by the operations of the 
Pool. When the Pool took bver the 
Government terminal there never had 
been any grain shipped from that 
>port. It was contended that the Pool 
would lose because of the difference 
in the ocean rates between Vancouver 
and Prince Rupert. Now the ocean 
freight differential has been elimina¬ 
ted and wheat goes to Europe just as 
cheaply through Prince Rupert as 
through Vancouver. The Wheat Pool 
has been successful in its operations 
at Prince Rupert despite abundant 
forecasts of failure.

“So This is London.” ., Of course, there 
is a love story, and it is arountl this 
that tlfe- play Is woven.

WHEATSHIPMENT 

Champion jumped over the million 
mark during the past week and, ac¬ 
cording to figures issued bythe local 
division of the C.P.R., has marketed 
to date about 1,925,000 bushels! Vul¬ 
can still retains a large lead with 
nearly a million and a half bushels of 
wheat marketed. Nanton is coming 
close to the million mark with about 
850,000 bushels of wheat either ship¬ 
ped or in store in elevators. A total 
of 20,758,000 bushels of wheat has 
been shipped to date from Lethbridge 
district while 2,273,000 lies in store. 
It is estimated that there are between 
three' and four million bushels at 
wheat still in the farmers’ hands. In 
addition about 240,000 bushels of oth¬ 
er grain has been shipped and about 
99,197 remains in store. It is also 
probable that a considerable amount 
of grain other than wheat remains in 
the hands of farmers throughout the 
district. Thus it will be seen that the 
1926 crop considerably exceeded the 
previo.us year’s crop. Figures reveal 
that the Aldersyde sub-division heads 
the list in wheat shipments to d^te. 
Following are the shipments by sub¬ 
divisions from the first of August to 
February 5: Macleod, 5,812,000; Al¬ 
dersyde, 5,988,000; Crows’ Nest 995, 
000; Altawan, 1,342,000; Notukeu, 
1,061,000; Coutts, 1,007,000; Cardston, 
2,433,000; Taber, 1,191,000; Stirling, 
405,000; Kipp, 519,000. 


A GREATJNDUSTRY 

A creamery up north published 
their financial report recently which 
shows very good results. The balance 
sheet showed assets amounting to $30 
221.86 with current liabilities only 
$1,019.75, and surplus over liabilities 
of $23,903.29. The creamery paid out 
for cream the sum of $127,357.05 this 
including approximately $11,000 paid 
to patrons during the past year. The 
amount of butter sold was $151,107.- 
64; out of this sum, as has been sta¬ 
ted, $127,357.05 was paid out to pat¬ 
rons. Besides this the association has 
been conducting a service department 
of selling cans and salt to patrons at 
cost. The amount of butter manufac¬ 
tured during 1926 was 460,638 lbs., 
whilp the creamery took in 1,119,982 
lbs. of cream. 

OATS AS AN ANNUAL HAY CROP 

% 

Of a number of miscellaneous crops 
treated as annuals and seeded alone 
or in combination, for the production 
of dry hay or fodder in an experiment 
made at the Lacombe, Alberta, Ex¬ 
perimental Station, Banner oats, 
seeded alone, made the best showing. 
Indeed, the superintendent of the sta¬ 
tion states that this crop should be 
considered as the main annual hay 
crop under conditions prevailing in 
central Alberta. In the experiment, 
peas and . vetch, seeded alone, were 
very unsatisfactory as they ,did not 
control the weeds. Nor did the oats, 
peas and vetch mixture prove satis¬ 
factory, but in this case the weather 
was to some extent responsible. A 
number of other crop6 used were un¬ 
able to compete with the weeds under 
dry conditions. 


The Province of Alberta, which 
came of age in 1926, according to a 
preliminary statement of the census 
taken as at June 1st, had a population 
of 607,584. This shows an increase of 
19,130 since the census of 1921, and of 
111,142 since that of 1916. The papu¬ 
lation of Alberta in 1906, one year af¬ 
ter the province was formed, was 185, 
195. In its twenty-one years of 
growth it has added 422,389 citizens, 
or developed its population by 228 per 
cent. 

The rural population is shown at 
374,614 and the urban at 232,970, 
country dweller constituting over 61 
per cent of the total. Since 1921 rur¬ 
al population has increased by 9,064 
and urban by 10,066. In twenty yeais 
country dwellers have increased in 
numbers by 246,857 or 193 per cent, 
and city and town dwellers by 175,532 
or 305 per cent. In the last five-year 
period Edmonton, the capital, has In¬ 
creased its population by 6,342 and 
Calgary by 2,208, the former now 
standing at 65,163 and the latter at 
($5,513. In twenty years Calgary has 
increased its population 390 per cent 
and Edmonton 362 per cent. 

In 1906 the urban population was 
only 31 per cent of the total. The 
more even balance today indicates 
that despite the remarkable advance 
made by agriculture, with its diverse 
range of products, the various forms 
of industrial activity have been pro¬ 
gressing too. Though agriculture -is 
still, by a substantiaT~Tmri'gin, the 
leading business of the province, In¬ 
dustry is making steady strides, while 
Alberta has become the leading coal 
and 1>etroleUm producer. 

In 1906 there were 11,409 farms, 
and the total area under field crop 
was 916,100 acres. Wheat raised to¬ 
talled 5,932,267 and oats 24,027,071. ■ 
Holdings of farm animals were 226,- 
534 horses, 101,245 milch cows, 849,- 
387 other cattle, 154,266 sheep and i 
114,623 swine. In 1925, the arlgcul- 
tural revenue was $245,662,000; com- , 
ing from field crops $194,356,000;farm 
animals $24,972,000; wool $317,000; < 
dairy products $17,015,000; fruits and 
vegetables $1,860,000; poultry and 
eggs $6,859,000; fur farming $150,000 
clover and grass seed $121,000; and 
honey $12,000. In 1926, the province 
was estimated to have produced near¬ 
ly 120,000,000 bushels of wheat, with 
a value of almost as many dollars. 
Holdings of horses had increased to 
84,379; cattle to 1,365,6*6; sheep to 
253,256; and swine to 778.679. 

In 1906, Alberta had only 120 man¬ 
ufacturing establishments in Which a 
capital of $5,545,821 was invested, 
which employed 1,791 persons, paying 
them $926,728, and had a production 
value of $5,116,782. Flour and grist 
mill products was the leading indus¬ 
try at that time with a production 
value of $1,115,249. in 1924 there 
were 739 manufacturing establish¬ 
ments reporting in which a capital of 
$67,565,779 was invested, which em¬ 
ployed 8,150 persons, paying them 
$10,709,140, using materials costing 
$39,102,975, and accounting for a 
gross production value of $65,245,361. 

The above record is encouraging, in 
view of the fact that included in the 
period were the war years, when It 
was tardily achieved in the face of 
many difficulties. Without question 
the next twenty years will see a ue- 
velopment which will make this 
growth seem insignificant. In this 
connection it is pertinent to note tfie 
strenuous bid for new settlers the 
province is making. A survey of the 
agricultural opportunities has been 
exhaustively made and an ex-premier 
of Alberta has gone to England to 
bring these to the attention of possi¬ 
ble new colonists. 

There is unquestionably an era of 
great development ahead of Alberta, 
in both agriculture and industry. In 
the former it is interesting to note the 
quite successful manner in which the 
beet-sugar industry has been launch¬ 
ed and the development forecast in 
the sheep industry. Fur farming has 
made great strides quite recently and 
tobacco growing has been undertaken 
with encouraging success. Oil possi¬ 
bilities are promising. Neil McQueen 
of the geological staff of the Imperial 
Oil Company, is reported recently to 
have said: “Anything can happen in 
the Turner Valley field judging by the 
unbelievable conditions met with al¬ 
ready” 

The province is on the verge- of en¬ 
tering upon the manufacture of paper 
from its waste straw, a company nav- 
ing been formed for this purpose, 
utilizing a process the commercial 
feasibility of which has been proven 
by the, provincial Government. 

TOURIST HIGHWAYS 

Alberta is to have an added attrac¬ 
tion for tourists during the coming 
season, with the completion of per¬ 
manent all-weather highways through 
the main parts of the province. The 
trunk highway from the international 
border through to Edmonton, will be 
completely gravelled during the com¬ 
ing year, and will be practically ready 
for all tourist traffic. The highway 
from Calgary west to Banff and from 
Macleod west through the CroVs 
Nest Pass, have also been completed 
for tourist travel and this will now 
give readier access for tourists to 
some of the most famous mountain 
scenery in the world. 

Wild swans' are protected under a 
federal law prohibiting killing them. 
The birds are increasing tinder this 
protection and are numerous now 
along the Gulf and Atlantic coasts.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The Claresholm U.F.A. Co-Opera¬ 
tive association had a turn-over of 
$56,000 last year. The regular 8 per 
cent dividend on preferred stock was 
paid and 5 per cent dividend on edm- 
mon stock was authorized. A commit¬ 
tee was appointed at the annual meet¬ 
ing to investigate the policy and ad- ] 
visability of a patronage dividend, to 
report at the next annual meeting. 

Canada has a kindly interest in 
Thomas Edison- who passed his eight¬ 
ieth milestone on Friday. Mr. Edison 
lived for a number years in Huron 
County, Ontario, going to school at 
Bayfield, and he was “newsie” on one 
of the trains in Western Ontario in 
his early days. It was while he was 
“newsie” that he became interested 
in telegraphy, which paved the way 
to his wonderful career. 

Three thousand families, or roughly 
15,000 people, is. assured for settle¬ 
ment on the three Prairie Provinces in 
1927, according to T. O. F. Herzer, 
manager of the Canadian Colonization 
Association, speaking at a conference I 
of the various organization boards at | 
Calgary. “Our purpose in meeting,"j 
he said, “is to take an inventory now j 
to find out how many can be placed on 
the land in this province on Canadian 
Pacific land or on private land, rent¬ 
ed land or Government-owned land.” 

The year 1926 was a record one for 
automobile production in Canada. It 
showed 205,116 units turned out—an 
increase of 26 per cent, over the year 
before and of 55 jrer cent, over 1924. 
The year’s output, according to figures 
issued by Financial Service, included 
68,059 sedans and coaches, 14,282 
coupes, 61,472 touring cars, 8,555 run¬ 
abouts, 23,230, chassis 29,365 trucks 
ami 153 taxicabs or buses. Sales 
amounted to $124,000,000 as against 
$103,000,000 the year before and $79, 
000,000 in 192-1. All of the eleven 
plants manufacturing cars in Canada 
are in Ontario. The Canadian-built 
automobile is travelling far afield. Of 
the 50,000 passenger cars' exported 
last year, Australia took 1,100. Oth¬ 
ers went to the United Kingdom, Brit¬ 
ish East Africa, British India, Straits 
Settlements, Trinidad and Tobago, Fi¬ 
ji, New Zealand, Argentine, China, 
Dutch East Indies, Japan and I’ru-

An increase of $410,000 in the val¬ 
ue of exports from Alberta to the U 
S. during 1926 over 1925 is indicated 
in the report of S. C. Reat, America* 
Consul for Alberta, to his government 
at Washington. 

Miss Dorothy Ellis-Browne, of Cal¬ 
gary, was married to Colonel F. R. 
Durham, C.B.E., M.C., at Kew, Sur¬ 
rey on Wednesday. Colonel and Mrs. 
Durham will spend their honeymoon 
in Italy. 

Canada still tops the world in asoes- 
tos production. In the year 1926 the 
Do^runion’s output was 266,000 out of 
a world’s total of 310,000 tons, accord 
ing to the latest computation. Rho¬ 
desia furnished 54,000 tons and Rus¬ 
sia and Cypress. 20,000. 

The amazing number of 8,930 acci¬ 
dents to workmen occurred in this 
province in 1926. Of these*58 were 
fatal accidents. The total shows an 
increase of 575 over 1925. These fig¬ 
ures are so laige that the manufac¬ 
turers of Alberta should devote some 
attention to them. 

There is ascertain amount of talk 
in Alberta aboui^he spread of the Ku 
Klux Klan in this province. There is 
no room here for such an organiza¬ 
tion. In the States the movement is 
dying and its promotors are eager to 
find new pastures and a fresh supply 
of suckers from whom they can ex¬ 
tract a few easy dollars. 

The sheep raising industry in Nor¬ 
thern Alberta Is keeping pace with 
that in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince, according to reports at the an¬ 
nual convention of breeders at Ed¬ 
monton. In the past season 108,607 
pobnds of wool were sold, whereas 
total sales of wool in 1915 amounted 
to only 12,788 pounds. 

Canada’s wool production in 1926 is 
estimated at 17,180,270 pounds, as 
compared with 15,553,045 pounds in 
1925. The value of the clip of 1926 
is estimated provisionally at $3,780,- 
000 as compared with $3,901,000. in 
1925. Ontario led in production with 
4,926,313 pounds, followed by Quebec 
with 4,850,116 pounds. Alberta led in 
Western Canada with a yield of 2,400 
000 pounds. 

Estimated profits for 1926 of the 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
Company were $8,615,736.64 after de¬ 
ductions are made for depletion, de¬ 
preciation, contingent account and 
taxes and after deducting $2,274,771- 
.66 for additions to properties through 
profit and loss. This was announced 
recently after a meeting of the direc¬ 
tors of the company. Profits for the 
year 1925 were $6,219,843.14. 

The Malden Elevator Co., operating 
plants and commission houses in Man¬ 
itoba and Saskatchewan, has definite¬ 
ly decided to enter the Alberta field, 
according to L. J. Malden, secretary- 
treasurer of the company. A pro¬ 
gramme of elevator-construction will 
be undertaken throughout the prov¬ 
ince and a private exclusive wire will 
connect the Alberta offices with mar¬ 
kets in Winnipeg, Chicago, Minneap¬ 
olis and New York. 

Alberta is to have an added attrac¬ 
tion for’tourists during the coming 
season, with the completion of perma¬ 
nent all-weather highways through 
the main parts of the province. The 
trunk highway from the Internation¬ 
al Border through to Edmonton, will 
be completely gravelled during the 
coming year, and will be practically 
ready for all tourist traffic. The high¬ 
way from Calgary west to Banff and 
from Macleod west through the Crows 
Nest Pass, have also been completed 
for tourist travel and this will now 
give readier access for tourists to 
some of the most; famous mountain 
scenery in the world. 

The forage crop train now touring 
the central part of the province un¬ 
der the auspices of the C.P.R. and 
provincial department of agriculture, 
is visited by large crowds St each 
point. The meetings being held aver¬ 
age more than 100 in attendance, and 
the farmers stay long after the meet¬ 
ings to discuss their individual prob¬ 
lems with those in charge of the train. 
The sale of seed has been large, the 
sale being chiefly of sweet clover, al¬ 
falfa, grasses and com. The lectures 
cover poultry raising, forage crops, 
soil management and control of pests. 
During March the train will operate 
on the C.N.R. lines in Central Alber¬ 
ta.
